Sale of 850 acres of Holly Sugar 
company property south of Santa 
Ana for approximately $525,000 
had been virtually consummated 
today. The deal is the largest in 
recent Orange county history. 

Although officials of the sugar 
concern were silent on the subject, 
it is known that only a few tech¬ 
nical details remain to be attended 
to before title will pass to the new 
owners. It is understood that the 
deals are now in escrow. 

Antone Borchard, well known 
rancher, bought 200 acres in the 
transaction. Stephen Griset and 
two sons, all prominent in local 
agriculture, purchased 126.4 acres. 
John Maring, local rancher, and 
Helen Maring took 107 acres, while 
L. M. Banks, Santa Ana citrus 
dealer, acquired between 50 and 
60 acres. 

C. M. McCain, Santa Ana real 
estate dealer who has handled 
many large transactions in the 
past, was the agent in this deal. 
McCain, however, said he was not 
ready to make an official an¬ 
nouncement. 

Names of the other purchasers 
and the acreage involved in their 
deals were not made public. 

It is understood that additional 
acreage in the Holly Sugar com¬ 
pany holdings is not included In 
the present deals. 

Beaus have been raised on the 
property in recent years and it is 
believed the sugar company was 
willing to dispose of it because 
it is actively interested only in 
production of sugar beets.

Four months old tomorrow, the 
Spanish civil war appeared in its 
decisive stage. 

Artilleir.v Booms 

The thunder of artillery boomed 
ever louder and the chatter of 
machine gun fire filled the center 
of the city as the government 
militiamen, whipped to a feverish 
fighting rage, hurled themselves 
against insurgent armies filtering 
across the Manzanares river and 
into Madrid proper. 

They turned close range artil¬ 
lery fire on the Moors and for¬ 
eign legionnaires who held dog¬ 
gedly to their battle-won posi¬ 
tions in University City, inside 
the northwestern limits of Ma¬ 
drid. 

Planes Drop Bombs 

In successive waves. Fascist 
fighting planes droned over the 
center of the capital, spilling 
bombs and killing and wounding 
an unestimated number of per¬ 
sons. 

University City, once called the 
most up-to-date scholastic group 
in Europe, was the bloodiest bat¬ 
tleground.

Supervisors Pass Motion 
By Jerome Requesting 
Investigation 


Fay Near Death 


The battle of the oil barrels was 
handed to the Orange county 
grand jury today with a prayer 
from the board of supervisors for 
a full and complete investigation. 

W. C. Jerome introduced a reso¬ 
lution asking that the grand jury 
undertake an investigation of 
county purcha.scs of road oil for 
the past two years. It was sec¬ 
onded by LeRoy Lyon, and jinani- 
mously approved by the board. 

Thus a supei-visorial campaign 
issue that started as a whisper, 
rose to a shout, precipitated ar¬ 
rests of two men and two civil 
suits for damages, became a mat¬ 
ter for grand jury investigation. 

Oil Qualify Attacked 

Jerome moved quickly to de¬ 
mand an investigation. A. B. 
Berry, publisher of a Santa Ana 
weekly, wdmin -premie caused to 
be arresteCr^ffWV. 1, had prom¬ 
ised that he would make the de¬ 
mand him.self, if the graml jury 
did not undertake the investiga¬ 
tion without prompting. 

The question arose over quality 
of road oil furiii.shed the county on 
contract by the Eden Refining 
company, of which Don G. Jer¬ 
ome, son of Supervisor Jerome, is 
an official. Testa revealed recent 
shipments of the oil had not met 
specifications. 

Burke R^daliation 

When Berry published in his In¬ 
dependent an adverti-seiiient at¬ 
tacking Jerome, and revealing re¬ 
sults of tests on the road oil, Je¬ 
rome retaliated by caii.sing the ar¬ 
rest of Berry and J. Frank Burke, 
whom he accu.sed of causing the 
insertion of the advertisement 
without its being signed. 

Burke retaliated with a $50,000 
suit against Jerome for f.alse im¬ 
prisonment. Berry started a $10,- 
000 suit against William Iverson, 
Eden company official, for libel, 
which he claimed occurred in Iver¬ 
son's answ’cr to the Berry charges. 

Neff’s Reporf : 

In the meantime County Road 
Engineer Nat Neff presented a re¬ 
port to the board, after Jerome ^ 
and Lyon had been defeated in the 
election, in which he admitted the 
truth of the charges, and .said his 
department had been investigat¬ 
ing the road oil content for the 
past month or two. 

Today Jerome introduce'! his 
re.solution. It stared: 

That an imfortuiiate condition 
had arisen in regard to county 
purchases of road oil. That the 
position of the board had been 
questioned in regard to the .same. 
That it would he very unwise, un¬ 
businesslike and undesirable to 
permit such conditions to pass. 

And it demanded that the grand 
jury make a full and complete in¬ 
vestigation and report of county 
road oil purchases for the past 
two year.s. I

Unions Due to Reject 
Arbitration Request 
Of Coastal Mayors 


By the Associated Press 

A brief renewal of negotiations 
between steamship operators and 
representatives of 37,000 striking 
employes held the chief hope to¬ 
day of possible settlement of the 
Pacific coast maritime strike, now 
in its nineteenth day. 

A request of nine mayors from 
seaport cities of both the Atlantic 
and Pacific that both agree to ar¬ 
bitration appeared to be headed 
for certain rejection. 

Artiitration has been repeatedly 
requested by employers and as 
frequently rejected by unions. 

President Roosevelt dec lined 
pleas to intervene personally. 

Isolated Alaska and Hawaii felt 
the pinch of increasing food prices 
as their stocks were steadily 
periled. 

Seventy of 700 travelers 
stranded in Hawaii decided to sue 
shipping companies for damages 
for failure to transport them to 
their destinations. 

In Los Angeles county relief 
authorities prepared to dole out 
cash to 1500 maritime strikers to 
support their families. 

Violence was predicted at Hous¬ 
ton, Tex., if sympathetic walkouts 
which have spread to Atlantic and 
Gulf ports are not settled.

A timely resolution was handed 
the board of supervisors today 
from the Orange County Medical 
society, praising Dr. Harry E. 
Zaiser for his work as superin¬ 
tendent of the Orange county hos¬ 
pital for the past 22 years, and 
recommending that he be con¬ 
tinued in that, position. 

The resolution coincided with 
the convening of the county grand 
jury, which last year was some¬ 
what harsh in its criticism of cer¬ 
tain elements of the hospital ad¬ 
ministration. 

Dr. Zaiser at that time, how¬ 
ever, was lauded by the grand jury 
for his personal work at the hos¬ 
pital. Investigation of the hos¬ 
pital has not been started as yet, 
although a committee to handle 
the work was named yesterday. 

The medical society promised its 
“wholehearted approval’’ if Dr. 
Zaiser is continued as superin¬ 
tendent.

CHICAGO. (A»)—Fat Andrew 
Capoldi, confessed slayer of a 5- 
.Vear-old girl who tried to fight off 
hi.s moronic advances, sprawled 
sleeping in his jail bunk today un¬ 
der the eye of a police guard. 

The 28-year-old former asylum 
inmate seemed unmoved by the 
lynching threats of a crowd which 
lialked a scheduled reenactment of 
the killing yesterday by trjring to 
take him away from an escort of 
20 policemen. 

Cries of "kill him” arose and 
500 persons attempted to surge 
through the police lines when Ca¬ 
poldi stepped from a patrol wag¬ 
on near the slaying scene to show 
how he slashed Antionette Tiri- 
tilli to death in an alley near her 
home. 

“There ha.s been something 
wrong with my son since he was 
a small boy,” Capoldl’s father said 
sadly. "He never did like to go to 
scliool and it was hard for him to 
learn. He was big for his age but 
he did not have much brains.”

TAMPA, Fla. (iP)—Presaging a 
heated fight on the floor, eight 
resolutions condemning suspension 
of John L. Lewis’ 10 rebel unions 
were introduced today at the 
American Federation of Labor 
convention. 

They conflicted with one reso- 
tion, introduced by John P. Frey, 
president of the metal trades de¬ 
partment, calling for expulsion of 
the rebels. 

Meanwhile the federation’s high 
command had all but finally de¬ 
cided to propo.se convention ap¬ 
proval of the suspensions and to 
continue efforts to bring Lewis 
and his industrial unions allies 
back into the federation. 


WASHINGTON. UI’i — Hoping 
to promote world peace, Pre.sident 
Roo.sevelt will leave tonight to 
participate in the opening Dec. 1 
at Buenos Aires of the conference 
he called to bulwark anti-war 
ideal.s and economic relations 
among the 21 American republics. 

A definite decision to lengthen 
his long-planned post-election va¬ 
cation crui.se into the 12,000-mile 
round-trip to the Argentine capi¬ 
tal was made by the chief execu¬ 
tive last night. 

On Crub-iT Tomorrow 

He also accepted invitation.s to 
land for official visits in Brazil 
and Uruguay. 

He will embark tomorrow morn¬ 
ing on the speedy cruiser Indian¬ 
apolis at Charleston, S. C., for the 
month-long trip. 

White Hou.se officials said that 
ill deciding to go to Buenos Aires, 
Mr. Roosevelt considered the urg- 
ings of Latin-American officials, 
as well as his advisers who felt a 
personal vi.sit would further his 
■good neighbor” policy. 

Takes Strike .Stand 

Dispelling any idea that he 
would remain here to intervene in 
the maritime strike, he said: 

"As between this particular 
strike and whatever effect my 
visit to South America may have 
on the peace of the world, the 
peace of the world is the more 
important of the two. 

"I hope the ship owners and the 
men out on strike will recognize 
that fact and come together.”

Freighter Lost 


HUDSON, N. Y. (A»l—Engineer 
Charles Ferguson bore severe 
burns today as the price of his 
heroism in fighting through a 
blazing locomotive cab to stop a 
fast passenger train after a mys¬ 
terious blast hurled him into the 
coal pit of the tender. 

Ferguson drove the New York 
Central's train—“The Knicker- 
bc cker” - through Hudon yards on 
scliedulde last night. 

Suddenly there was an explosion 
and flames licked from the fire 
box to envelop the cab. The engi¬ 
neer and fireman, James E. Peter¬ 
son of Poughkeepsie, were cata¬ 
pulted from their seats and the 
train rolled on. 

Momentarily stunned, Ferguson 
recovered and crept forward 
through the fire to the throttle. He 
applied airbrakes. None of the 
passengers was aware of the ac¬ 
cident.

November May Surpass 
Tragic Total for 
Last July 

Death’s traffic book for Orange 
county today lacked but four en¬ 
tries to complete his ghastly aver¬ 
age for 1936—an average of more 
than six auto deaths a month. 

At that rate traffic deaths for 
the year in this county would 
reach 77. Today the record stood 
at 73—with a month and a half 
to go. 

Nine lives have been lost in traf¬ 
fic already this month, in 17 days. 
Only one month — July — has 
equaled that mark in an entire 
month. Then, 19 persons were 
killed in 31 days. 

Will this month be another 
July? 

Three of this month’s total were 
chalked up after last week-end. 
James Hefner of Downey and Vir¬ 
gil S. Childers and Alta Mae Mill- 
ner of Los Angeles died Monday 
because of excessive speed. 

Not only Orange county drivers, 
therefore, are killed in accidents. 
Four out-of-town residents, four 
Orange county people, and one 
unidentified man have been 
slaughtered on the highways so 
far in November. 

But Death may not be satisfied 
with his "average” of 77. Last 
year he took 60 persona. This 
year 73 have been taken, so far. 
Still a month and a half remains.

Something like a new record was 
set in Presiding Judge G. K. Sco- 
vel’s superior court yesterday 
when it took a jury exactly 19 
minutes to find Bob Barnes, San 
Juan Capistrano, guilty of a fel¬ 
ony charge of driving an automo¬ 
bile without the owner’s consent. 

He will be sentenced by Judge 
Soovel Friday. Barnes faces a 
prison term of from one to five 
years, or a county jail sentence of 
one year. 

The prosecution showed Barnes 
took a car belonging to his em¬ 
ployer, Oscar Rosenbaum, on the 
evening of Oct. 8, later wrecking it 
near Irvine.

MOSCOW. (.S’)—A Tass official 
(Russian) news agency communi¬ 
que handed out at the foreign of¬ 
fice tonight asserted Germany and 
Japan had signed a military alli¬ 
ance. 

The communique said the pact 
provided for joint action by the 
two countries in case either should 
become Involved in a war with a 
third power. The pact, Tass said, 
professes to be only a bloc op¬ 
posing Communism.

every dollar in the envelope, match 
that amount himself and send the 
sum to the tax collector—subject 
to one limitation. 

The limitation is that the tax on 
each applies only to the first 
$3000 paid by an individual em¬ 
ployer in one year. (This $3000 
a year iimit also applies later in 
computation of the wages earned 
on which the pensions to be paid 
after 1941 will be based.) 

In other words, if the taxable 
wages reach $3000 in the first nine 
months, no tax need be paid in 
the last three months of the year. 

How Tax Increases 
If a man gets $4000 from one 
employer and $2000 from another 
in one year, the taxes must be 
paid on all save $1000 from the 
first and on the entire $2000 from 
the second. And $5000 will be en¬ 
tered on his "wage account" at 
the social security board. 

These taxes incraese as follows: 

Per Cent 

For 1937, 1938 and 1939.1 

1940, 1941 and 1942.1% 

1943, 1944 and 1945.2 

1946, 1947 and 1948.2T4 

1949 and thereafter.3 

If the clerk, Bolt, receives $2500 
in 1937, the tax on him and his 
employer will be $25 each. If he 
receives no raise meanwhile, it 
will be $75 in 1949. 

Other Regulations 
Since income taxes are not al¬ 
lowed as a deduction in comput¬ 
ing subsequent income taxes. Bolt 
cannot deduct the wage tax on 
his return. His employer can de¬ 
duct the payroll tax in comput¬ 
ing his income for tax purposes. 

Besides making the monthly tax 
returns, employers affected by the 
act like Mr. Ben must report reg¬ 
ularly to the revenue collector on 
wages paid and to whom. 

Due next July 31, the first of 
these "information returns” must 
cover the six months from Janu¬ 
ary through June. After that, four 
such reports must be made each , 
year. Forms for these will be , 
made avaiUble later. , 

Accounts in Baltimore < 

Through these records the secur- I 
ity board will keep up to date the ' 
accounts of wages paid to all 
workers. It is planned by this ' 
means, too, to keep track of the 
individuals. The worker has not ' 
been asked to report when he > 
changes employment, but he can ' 
if he wishes. Present plans call ' 
for the wage accounts to be kept ' 
in Baltimore. The files may be ' 
moved to Washington later. 

The employer also is required to ^ 
report for each of his employes ' 
who attains 6.5 or dies before ; 
then, within 15 days after the . 
birthday, or date of death. 

Again, he must keep a record ' 
for each employe after next Dec. 

31 to show: His name and ad- ' 
dress, his security account num- ‘ 
’uer. his occupation, the amount 
and date of each pay envelope and 
the period covered thereby, how ' 
much of that pay was subject to ' 
.IX, and the amount withheld for [ 
taxes. 

Urge Employes’ Check ! 

He can do this in his own way. 
No form will be prescribed. The ' 
records must go back at least four ' 
years, once 1941 is reached. The ’ 
purpose is to enable revenue col- ' 
lectors to check up on whether 
the two taxes have been properly 
paid. 

While not mandatory, employes ‘ 
are being advised to keep records 
of their own to show for whom 
they work, for how long and other ' 
information similar to that em¬ 
ployers must have handy. This 
will facilitate checking discrepan¬ 
cies, it is explained. 

Arrangements are being made 
at the security board to furnish 
employes statements of their ac¬ 
counts at any time on request, 
once this biggest recording job in 
history is functioning. The ac¬ 
counts are intended to show how ] 
much each has earned, so Bolt and i 
the others should be able to cal¬ 
culate their prospective pensions | 
as they approach 65.

POWDER MILL 
BLAST TOLL 
UP TO 52 


SAINT CHAMAS, France. (A>)— 
The death toll in powder mill 
blasts which wrecked one of 
France’s largest explosive manu¬ 
facturing plants was set officially 
today at 52 persons. 

Many of the 200 injured em¬ 
ployes of the government plant 
were in critical condition. 

Soldiers and gendarmes who 
dug through the twisted ruins ex¬ 
pressed fear the wreckage hid 
more bodies. Some of the fac¬ 
tory’s 500 workers still were un¬ 
accounted for. 

Building No. 104, one of a long 
line of low powder mills, was de¬ 
stroyed in a first terrific blast at 
dusk yesterday. 

The powerful explosion shook 
the entire town and could be 
heard for 10 miles through the 
countryside. A man more than a 
mile away was killed by a stone, 
shot bullet-llke from the blast. 

Burning splinters of the wrecked 
building were .showered on an ad¬ 
jacent mill and ignited highly ex¬ 
plosive, mud - like ingredients 
which were being mixed to make 
tolite. 

Before firemen had a chance to 
fight the chemical-fed blaze, a sec¬ 
ond terrific explosion lifted the 
building from its foundations.

I Now Ease 
Neuritis Pains 


The United States should be 
thankful it is able to count bal¬ 
lots rather than bullets, Dr. John 
Brown Mason told an Orange coun¬ 
ty forum audience last night at 
the high school auditorium. Spain, 
he said, has been torn by revolu¬ 
tion for 150 years and constitu¬ 
tions have been “put to sleep.” In 
the United States, however, de¬ 
mocracy prevails and the people 
govern through their votes. 

The Spanish republic, said the 
speaker, was formed in 1931 and 
the king found it convenient to 
leave in the night. But Spain 
was not ready for democracy. One 
reason is that absentee ownership 
of land has created high rentals 
and poor living conditions for the 
peasants. 

Furthermore, said the speaker, 
the Spanish army had more inter- 
e.st in politics than in military 
duty. Schools were open only to 
children o^•the we^hy. The re¬ 
public of 1931 nwde excellent 
plans but found the public criti¬ 
cal of too much reform. Each 
class of the population was dissat¬ 
isfied with the way it was treated, 
unrest developed and the present 
revolution began. 

The capture of Madrid, said the 
speaker, will not decide the issue, 
and a dark future faces Spain. 

L. L. Beeman of the junior col¬ 
lege introduced the speaker.

One adds only liquid, egg, and a 
little shortening to the flour and 
all is ready to go ahead with as 
simple or as elaborate waffles as 
one’s supplies and time permit. 

The pancake, too, has its de¬ 
votees. One simply adds liquid to 
the flour for the good old-fa.sh- 
ioned kind, and it is amazing how 
many variations there are. Apple 
pancakes are delicious when 
sei-ved with roast pork for din¬ 
ner; bacon pancakes for breakfast. 
Fudge pancakes are a bit more 
trouble but well worth it; .served 
with powdered sugar or whipped 
cream, they make an unusual 
des.se rt. 


“There is a meat cut to suit 
every pocketbook, but a lowci price 
does not indicate less food value," 
says Miss Emily Conklin of the 
National Live Stock and Meat 
Board, who will be guest speaker 
at the all-gas cooking school to be 
held in the Y. W. C. A. tomorrow 
afternoon. One of the good fea¬ 
tures about meat, she points out, 
is the fact that economy in buying 
does not mean that an inferior- 
grade or one with less food value 
is served. There is the same high 
nutrition value and sometimes even 
richer flavor in the so-called econ¬ 
omy cuts of beef, pork and lamb, 
than in those more in demand and 
therefore higher in price. 

“The housewife who knows how 
to cook the various cuts according 
to the methods beat adapted for 
each can keep within a limited 
budget and at the same time add 
variety and interest to her menus," 
she said. 

“I shall give special attention to 
this subject in my cooking demon¬ 
stration, and there are a number 
of delicious dishes which are low in 
cost, yet highly nutritious. 

“Braising is the method used for 
cooking many of the economy cuts, 
which require moist heat to soften 
the connective tissues. A pot-roast 
is an example of braising. So. too, 
is Swi.ss steak. Casserole dishes, 
meat pies and stews are other ex¬ 
amples of braising. For these, 
usually the meat, cut in small 
pieces, is browned in hot fat before 
the liquid is added. 

“Ground meats, too, are lower in 
price without any loss of food 
value. These can be easily and 
cjuickly rooked. Since the muscular 
ti.ssue of the meat has been cut, 
they may be roasted in the form of 
a meat loaf, or they can be broiled 
or pan-broiled." 


Oeadlines For Foreign 
Destina-fions Told 
By Postmas’t’er 


Deadlines tor mailing Christmas 
packages to foreign countries are 
drawing near, Frank R. Harwood. 
Santa Ana postmaster, warned to¬ 
day. At the same time he gave 
advice on wrapping and mailing 
packages and cards. 

Packages for the Straits Settle¬ 
ments, Siam, the Netherlands, East 
Indies, and Australia must be 
mailed by Nov, 21. Deadline for 
Hong Kong and Manchuria is Nov, 
27; and for .Japan anrl the rest of 
China is Dec. 8 if packages are to 
be delivered by Christmas. 

Mall for South America should 
reach New York by Dec. 4. and 
for Europe should reach New York 
by Dec. 12, Harwood said. Al¬ 
though normally four days are re¬ 
quired to New York. Harwood ad¬ 
vised allowing five or six davs. 

Liquor Barred 

All packages, he said, .should be 
securely wrapped, using the strong¬ 
est paper and avoiding tissue or 
other fancy wrappings. 

Liquor and inflammable mate¬ 
rials aj-e barred from the mails, 
and fragile articles should be 
packed in excelsior or other pro¬ 
tective material. Pict\ires should 
be protected front and back with 
heavy cardboard or corrugated 
paper. 

Liquids must be enclosed in dou¬ 
ble containers with enough ab¬ 
sorbent material to soak up the 
liquid in case the bottle is broken. 
All such articles .should be marked 
fragile. Bulky articles which are 
easily broken should be crated. 

Special Stamps 

Harwood pointed out that postal 
clerks must ask customers what 
is contained in packages offered 
for mailing in order to insure 
proper wrapping and protection. 
"Murchandi.sc’’ is not sufficient 
designation, he .said. 

Special handling stamps are 
available from 10 cents up for per¬ 
sons who wish their packages 
speeded up in the mails. Flowers 
.should carry this stamj) anil a .spe¬ 
cial delivery stamp for best re¬ 
sults, Harwood said, 

Christmas cards may be .sent 
for one and one-half cents pro¬ 
vided the envelopes are not scaled 
and there is no written mc.s.sage 
beyond “Merry Christmas" en- 
clo.sed. 

These, however, arc third clas.s 
mail, and do not get directory 
service in case of wrong addre3.scs 
or forwarding, the postmaster 
warned. First class mail service 
IS granted on Christmas cards 
which carry two cents inside the 
city and three cents outside.

Chicago Prices Total 
About Same as Last 
Year's Meal 


CHICAGO, (.ff)—Those who pay 
the nation’s grocery bills may find 
cause for Thanksgiving this year 
when they total up the cost of 
the 1936 holiday feast. 

If the relationship of today’s 
wholesale food prices with those of 
mid-November, 1935, is maintained 
for the next nine days, the 
Thanksgiving dinner will cost no 
more than last year, the drought 
of the past summer notwith¬ 
standing. 

About half of the items that go 
Into the typical holiday menu are 
priced lower than a year ago in 
Chicago wholesale markets. In 
some cases the discounts run from 
10 to 50 per cent. 

Turkey Is Cheaper 
Included in the list of cheaper 
foods is turkey, which accounts I 
for a big portion of the Thanks- ■ 
giving day dinner cost. Other j 
kinds of poultry, including geese ' 
and duck, are lower also. ! 

Out of 20 food items listed in i 
the wholesale markets, 10 are 
quoted lower than a year ago, 
seven higher and three are vir¬ 
tually unchanged. 

The foods selling lower include 
dressed turkeys, ducks and geese, 
celery, cucumbers, lettuce, onions, 
peas, lard and flour. Those quoted 
higher include eggs, potatoes, ap¬ 
ples, oranges, tomatoes, cheese 
and some types of nuts. Little 
difference is evident in butter, 
bean and cranberry prices at 
wholesale. 

Price Index Cited 
This relationship of wholesale 
food prices is comparable to that 
existing in retail food costs on the 
basis of the latest bureau of labor 
statistics report. The index of re¬ 
tail prices Oct. 13 was 82.8, with 
100 representing the period from 
1923-35, This was 3.7 per cent 
higher than a year earlier al¬ 
though, the bureau said, costa 
were lower than a year ago for 
all commodity groups except dairy 
products and fruits and vege¬ 
tables. 

Dressed turkeys in Chicago to¬ 
day were quoted at 21 to 23 cents i 
per pound wholesale compared i 
with 23 to 28 cents a year ago. ( 
Ducks were around 19 cents i 
against 20-22 last year, with geese : 
about 16 cents against 18-20. i

Many necks grow old-looking 
from sheer neglect. Even when 
the posture is good and the neck- 
has a fairly good shape to begin 
with, it may become stringy, 
dingy, yellowish or flabby simply 
because it doesn’t get the atten¬ 
tion that is given to the face. 

Your throat may be unattractive 
simply because it needs a deep, 
thorough cleansing, stimulation, a 
rich lubricating cream and a brisk 
tonic. When you have your warm 
tubbing, see that your hair is 
pinned out of the way and then 
use your complexion brush, or a 
not too stiff bath brush to go over 
your chin, neck and the V-shaped 
area on your cheat. Scrub until 
the skin is pink and glowing. That 
is the best way to improve the 
texture. Rinse and dry and before 
relaxing in your warm tub, apply 
a rich cream over the scrubbed 
areas. Before stepping out of the 
tub, wipe away the unabsorbed 
cream and smack the under chin 
area with a washcloth wet with 
cold water. 

If you are getting ready to go 
out, apply your favorite make-up 
ba.se to the face and neck. Be 
.sure to cover the roughened V at 
the base of the throat that was 
exposed to the summer sun. Rouge 
your cheeks and apply powder— 
to the neck as well as the face. 

If your bath is taken at bed¬ 
time, it is a good plan to apply 
more tissue cream or a specially 
rich cream for neck and give the 
neck a deep, stimulating massage. 

Keep at the neck exercises and 
massage for five minutes a day 
every single day.

Occasionally I receive a letter 
of inquiry which brings up vivid 
memories of some unusual case 
that caused me much worry in 
my younger days. One evening, 
many years ago, I was called to 
prescribe for a woman in her early 
twenties whom I had known as 
a hearty, well built, healthy girl, 
with a beautiful complexion and a 
velvet skin. Imagine my surprise 
to observe the skin of the face, 
hands, arms, and almost the en¬ 
tire body covered with red and 
purplish spots of all sizes and de¬ 
grees of di.scoloration. Her gums 
were bleeding slightly as was the 
no.se and other mucous mem¬ 
branes. 

She said she felt well, but had 
had an attack of influenza of 
moderate severity the previous 
week. These spots had appeared 
slightl.y .several days before but 
had rapidly become more numer¬ 
ous. Some of the spots were 
tender to the touch, some joints 
of fingers and the knees were 
tender. She hao a slight fever, a 
little sickness of the stomach, a 
little headache. 

I had seen ca.ses of purpura 
hemorrhagica, but they had only 
a few .spot,.s in various areas with 
some bleeding of the gums; these 
spots were everywhere with very 
small patches of normal skin. The 
blood clotted very slowly. 

It was night and there was 
no opportunity for a blood ex¬ 
amination. Something had to be 
done. I knew that calcium given 
internally w o u 1 d promptly in- 
crea.se the clotting of the blood. 
Galcium lactate was given freely 
and I was greatly surprised and 
gratified the next morning to 
learn that the increase in the ex¬ 
tent of bleeding into the skin had 
.stopped and the oozing from the 
gums and mucous membranes de¬ 
creased. 

Knrtunatel.v calcium could be 
given in large do.ses and was 
harmlos.s, so I pu.shed it to the 
limit of the patient’s abilit.v to 
swallow it. Recovery was rather 
rnpiti and permanent. It is need¬ 
less to say tha# the same treat¬ 
ment has not v orked with such 
magic in other cases. This is 
the description of a .severe ca.se 
of purpura, hemorrhagica; most 
cases are not .so severe. 

Various methods of treatment 
arc used, particularly in chronic 
foinis. Ti'ansfusion of blood, re¬ 
moval of the spleen, administra¬ 
tion of liver and stomach extracts 
are all used with benefit at limes.

Sausage with Pineapple 
Mold 1 pound sausage meat into 
6 flat patties. Panfry until done. 
Saute 6 .slices pineapple until gold¬ 
en brown in butter. Sprinkle with 
a little grated Parmesan chee.se 
and arrange the .sausages on the 
pineapple rings. Serve very hot. 

Uhlpped Beef Uasserole 
Grease a casserole and in it 
place 2 cups cooked spaghetti. 
Shred 1 cup dried beef and sprin- 
gle half of it over the spaghetti, 
add 1 cup medium white sauce 
and bi cup grated American 
chcc.se. Add 2 more cups .spaghet¬ 
ti, the rest of the dried beef, 14 
cup grated cheese anrl another 
cup white .sauce. Top with ’,4 
cup bread crumbs and dot lib¬ 
erally with butter. Er.’;r in a 
hot oven 25 minutes. Thi.s is nice 
with a green salad or fruit salad 
for luncheon or supper.

"The destruction of all plants of 
the nif^htshade faniily is also of

"Growers should he careful to de¬ 
stroy these plants that are often 
ovcrlonke<I arounrl fences, ditches, 
stanfipipes and buildiiif^s. 

"The purpose of this practice is 
to prevent the pepper weevil from 
living throue:h the winter. As this 
very harmful insect ran only live 
any lenf^th of time on the various 
varieties of peppers and ni^^ht- 
sliade, the complete ilestruction of 
t.he.se plants will offeeUvely con¬ 
trol the heavy infestation exfieri- 
enced thi.s year. It is estimated 
that thi.s insect cau.sed a lo.ss of 
from one-thini to one-half of the 
rro[) this year, which represents a 
cash lo.ss of at least $iri0.000."

WASHINGTON. (2P) - Working 
secretly, the Resettlement admln- 
tration has started a federal pro¬ 
gram designed to make farm own¬ 
ers out of 1000 tenants in 10 
Southern states. 

M. E. Gilfond, assistant to Ad¬ 
ministrator Re.xford G. Tugwell, 
said the move was kept quiet in 
order to acquire farm lands at 
normal values. It was feared the 
price of land would soar if its.i 
project became known in advance.^ 

With about 74,000 acres of farm 
land acquired in the 10 states, 
Gilfond said 74 tenants already 
had been established on small 
farms in North Carolina and 59. 
in Tennessee. 

President Roosevelt said in his 
campaign speeches that federal 
action on the farm tenancy prob¬ 
lem could be expected. 

Departure of Tugwell and Sec¬ 
retary Wallace on an inspection 
tour of resettlement projects in 
South this week is taken by some 
quarters as an Indication that the 
resettlement agenc.v may be made 
part of the regular agriculture 
department, possibly carrying out 
a larger federal tenant program 
after action by congress, 

Gilfond said the new project 
was known as “demonstration ten¬ 
ant-security’’ program and dif¬ 
fered from other resettlement 
projects in that tenants, both 
white and negro, would be es¬ 
tablished on small farms near 
their present residences . 

“We won’t move any family 
more than two or three miles at 
most,’’ he said.

out two copies of the pilot rules 
as required by the regulations. 

Overloaded boats are dangerous 
boats, he declared. 

His further cautions included: 
Never go on a trip, no matter 
how .short, without first check¬ 
ing gas oil and fresh water. 

Remember the speed limit. It 
is six miles per hour in Newport 
hour, and less in congested areas 

Power boats miist give all .sail 
boats the right of way. 

Always keep to the right. Be 
sure to give clear and proper 
signals. 

No trash, garbage dumidng 
within the harbor, nor pumping 
of bilges or oil of any description 
within the harbor.

Russia is jubilant in its celebra¬ 
tion of the 19th anniversary of the 
e.stablishment of the Soviet gov¬ 
ernment. Perhaps it has much 
over which to celebrate. Its (leople 
hat little mass lllrorty, but as a 
nia.ss they at least have the feel¬ 
ing that they are guiding their 
own destiny. 

Americans are likely to question 
Soviet claims of progress based 
upon material things. Regimented 
life does not appeal to us. We 
like to be able to boast of being 
masters of our own destiny. 

Americans have made industrial 
progress not surpasseil by any 
other people. But we al.so have 
given great stre.ss to the spiritual 
side of our life, and this is the 
enduring side. 

This is fully demonstrated by 
a brief glance back through his¬ 
tory. The material things very 
laigely have vani.shed. Those 
splendid buildings of two thousand 
years ago have vanished; the com¬ 
merce of the era has been a 
thousand times outmoded; the 
armies and the wealth of the pe¬ 
riod have gone, but the culture 
of the age lives on. 

Russia may go far industrially, 
though it has much to overcome 
before that is possible. In the 
end, however. It must give new 
Importance to the spiritual values 
If is to have anything to celebrate 
about at the end of two centuries.

the strikers. 

And Curry said the communica¬ 
tion from the leaguK was "just an¬ 
other one of those thmgs.”

Old Age Insurance—A Big Job 

U NCLE SAM is busy today with the biggest enroll¬ 
ment job in history. He is enlisting 26,000,000 Ameri¬ 
can workers for old age benefits under the Social Se¬ 
curity act. 

And almost everybody—except for a few employers 
perhaps—is wishing him success in the new undertaking. 

Through this great thrift system, the taxpayers 
eventually will be relieved of the cost of caring for the 
aged poor. Workers—everybody who earns wages or 
salaries, except farm, domestic, railway, and a few other 
employes—will get a measure of old age security as 
cheaply as the government can provide it, although a 
few changes and improvements may be added as time 
goes on. 

Let’s review how the act works. On Jan. 1, the se¬ 
curity board will collect 2 per cent of the nation’s pay¬ 
roll billions, paid half by employes and half by employ¬ 
ers. This joint assessment will grow to 6 per cent by 1949. 

Pensions will be paid from the fund, starting Jan. 1, 
1942, ranging from $10 to $85 a month, depending on 
the worker’s income, to all eligible employes reaching 
65 years of age. 

Especially pleasing is the way the administration 
has chosen to handle the set-up. Instead of creating a 
lot of costly new political jobs, it will use the nation’s 
45,000 postoffices and postmasters to supply registra¬ 
tion forms and information to those eligible. 

All hands should join and help get the huge regis¬ 
tration under way. It’s a tremendous task.
